This application is a continuation of U- S. application Serial No. 09/621,012 filed July 
20, 2000 (the "parent application", issued as U.S. Pat No. (5,324,088), which is a divisional 
apphcation of US. Application Serial No* 08/916,692 filed August 22, 1997 (the 
"grandparent application", issued as U.S. Pat. No. 6,314,01 1). The grandparent application 
contained claims 1 - 80. The parent apphcation was filed with a preliminary amendment 
which added claims 81-166. 

It is respectfully submitted that the parent application's pr elimin ary amendment was 
submitted at the time the instant application was filed. Enclosed please find a copy of the 
return post card for the initial filing of the instant application. The return post card 
individually lists the "copy of Preliminary Amendment from parent case" as one of the papers 
being filed.
